Dring the past few 
years there has been much radica' 
legislation enacted and placed on the 
statute books, that needs revision, if 
not being entirely repealed. The era 
of reform has now reached the stage 
where it is costing the wage-earners 
the farmers and not the manufactur 
ers and capitalists. \Vhen. reform hits 
the average pocketbobk a revision is 
demanded and usually follows.

There are a number of 
requisites 


for success in the home modification 
of milk. Some of these are: 
1. Good 


raw 
materials—the 
freshest 
and. 


cleanest rnilk obtainable. 
2. Proper 


apparatus for measuring and handling 
the milk (these were mentioned 
in 


the preceding article.) 
o. 
Knowl- 


edge on the part of the physician ur 
attendant of at least the approximate 
composition of the 
milk and 
cream 


iiised in the home. 
4. The co-opera- 


tion of an intelligent mother or nurse. 


Mixed 
feeding is 
sometimes 
ad- 


visable. 
"The 
baby who: can.have 


breast milk in addition to the artifi- 
cial food will do better than 
if de- 


. pendent upon artificial food alone." 


As previously stated pure raw milk 


is the best, but should, it be deemed 
advisable to" pasteurize or sterilize it, 
sterilization is the most 
convenient. 


But like pasteurization this 
renders 


the milk harder to digest, less 
nutri- 


tious, and decreases .its food value. 


"The simplest way to 
scald 
or 


sterilize milk is to put it in a .double 
boiler or a vessel in a pan of cold 
water. Put it on the stove. When the 
water has come to a boil, remove the 
boiler from the stove. 
Permit the 


milk to remain in the water for about 
20 minutes and 
cool as 
quickly 
as 


possible. 
Put in a-fruit jar which has 


been previously scalded. 
Keep .the 


cap screwed on the bottle constantly." 


If raw milk is.to bc'ti'sed it should 


be fresh, that is not over twenty-four 
hours old. 2. It should contain no pre- 
servatives. 
Z. It 
should 
be 
from 


healthy animals, free from 
tubercul- 


osis and other diseases. 
4. It should 


not be skimmed or otherwise 
falsi- 


fied. 


Barley water is recommended' 
by 


many authorities as a proper and valu- 
able substance for infant food. 
One 


author of international reputation is 
uuoted as saying that if he were re- 
stricted to the use of any food in ad- 


dition to cow's milk,.it would be bar- 
ey meal or 
oat-meal. 
This 
same 


authority preferred barley 
water to 


oat-meal water for steady diet, inas- 
much as the latter tends to relax the 
bowels. 


As a rule these cereal waters are 


not required until after the sixth or 
seventh month. The barley water may 
take the place of the water used in 
dilution.

The Illinois State'Board of Health 


quotes a prominent physician as say- 
ing: ' "My food'for babies is invari- 
ably one heaping- tablespoonf.nl 
of 


pearl (store) barley,--ground in a cot 
fee-mill, and boiled in one quart of 
water, down to a pint. 
Strain, and 


add the same quantity of milk, and- 
let the baby have it.. 
Hundreds of 


mothers have, used this 
preparation
